TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME,  I,  Jeremiah 
Taylor,  of  the  City  of  Bristol,  Gentleman,  send  greeting. 

WHEREAS  His  most  Excellent  Majesty  King  George  the  Second,  by

His  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date  the 
5  Nineteenth  day  of  October,  in  the  twenty-ninth  year  of  His  said  Majesty’s 
reign,  did  give  and  grant  to  me,  the  said  Jeremiah  Taylor,  His  spicial  licence, 
full  power,  sole  priviledge  and  authority,  that  I,  the  said  Jeremiah  Taylor,  and 
my  extors,  adihors,  and  assigns,  should  and  lawfully  might,  during  the  term  of 
years  therein  expressed,  make  and  vend  throughout  that  part  of  His  said 
10  Majesty’s  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  called  England,  the  Dominion  of 
Wales,  and  Town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  and  also  His  Plantations  abroad, 
my  new-invented  “  Cordial  Draught,  for  the  Cholick  and  all  other  Griping 
Plains  ;  ”  in  which  said  Letters  Patent  there  is  contained  a  proviso  obliging 
me,  the  said  Jeremiah  Taylor,  by  writing,  under  my  hand  and  seal,  to  cause 
15  particular  discription  of  my  said  Invention  to  be  inrolled  in  His  Majesty’s 
High  Court  of  Chancery  within  four  calender  months  after  the  date  of  the 
said  recited  Letters  Patent,  as  in  and  by  the  same,  relation  being  thereunto 
had,  may  more  at  large  appear. 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  in  compliance  with  the  said  proviso,  I,  the  said 
20  Jeremiah  Taylor,  do  hereby  declare  that  my  said  cordial  draught  is  a  fine 
spirit,  drawn  from  the  recrements  of  strong  beer,  nettle  water,  anniseed,  aloes, 
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peppermint,  juices  of  sugars,  and  camphire,  which  are  to  be  mixed  together 
for  use.
